The property of the Petersburg Iron-
Works Company, located in this city and in
the counties of Botetourt and Alleghany,
was sold at auction to day under a deed of
tru»t. The tract of land lying in the above
counties, containing 9,500 acres, and known

the .. Roaring-Kun Furnace" tract, with
all its improvements, was sold Tor $5,300.
Tt was purchased by J. Wesley Friend,
trustee of the Citizens Bank. This
tract was operated by t tie Confed¬
erate States (Government, and the iron-
ore used in the manufacture of cannon for
prosecuting the war. The brick machine-
shop in this city, (wo stories lii«rh, about
ISO feet long, with a brick foundry build¬
ing 110 feet long and 73 feet wide, and all
the machinery, tools, and lixturcs, were

bought bv the" trustee of the Citizens Bank
for §10.000. . The bank is said to hold a

mortgage on the property. The brick ma-

chine-shop, two, three, and four stories
high, adjoining, on Old street, with a large
brick black>mith-shop, were bought, by
31 essrs. Tappey & Steel for §5,000. It is
generally regarded that the property sold
very low.
Mr. \V. H. Baldwin, for ten years post

the lighthouse-keeper at Jordan's Point,
has been removed, and his place filled by
David II. Batts (colored), of this city, who
took eharge yesterday.

It is learned that the hurricane which
<-w cut through Prince George county last
Thursday evening was one of very narrow
w d'h, nnd therefore was productive of
comparatively Utile damage. Nearly every¬
thing ui the way of bouses and trees in its
course, however, was destroyed. The es¬

cape of the faiiiily of Mr. W. B. Aldridge,
mentioned in a previous letter, was a very
narrow one. Mrs. Aldridge, as she left the
door with her infant in her arms, was
kuockcd senseless by a piece of timber.
When she recovered consciousness she
found her child clinyingto her breast. Her
oldest child, who attempted to escape with
her and was caught and killtd under the
falling timbers, was at first thought to have
teen blown away by the wind, and search
was made for her all night. It was not un¬
til Friday morning that her crushcd remains
were found under the house.
The colored Baptist church at Prince

George Courthouse, which was recently
burned because of the sharp dissensions
which had long existed among the members
or the congregation, is to be rebuilt on the
old site. It has always been thought that
the house was fired by some of the pious
brethren of the congregation to settle a mat¬
ter of dispute.
The postmaster's report for March shows

that during the month 38,504 mail and 1,179
local letters were delivered, and 28,557 let¬
ters collected from the street-boxes; 25,007
newspapers were delivered, and 13,1S7 pos¬
tal-cards were delivered.
The revival at the Washington-Street

of considering the liceose-tax ordinance. It
is understood that very few if any changes
will be made in the ordinance. At the same
time the dog-ordinance will be considered.
It is proposed to transfer the execution of
this ordinance from the lligh-Constable to
the Street Commissionpr as a matter of
economy. Ibe catching of dogs lias here¬
tofore about absorbed all the tax derived
by the city from these animals.

It is believed that an ordinance will be
introduced into the Council looking to a re¬
duction of the salaries of a number of our
public olHcer?, to take effect on the 1st of
July. Whether or not it will pass remains
to be seen.

night to consider I he propriety or entering
upon the building of a narrow-gauge rail¬
road that should run westward from Dan¬
ville, Major W. D, Bethel 1 presided,
Snecchcs were made bv Colonel T. S.
Flournoy and Major W. T. Sutberlin ; and,
on motion of Colonel Flournoy, it was or¬
dered that a committee or five be appointed
to ask the Council to take the vote of the
people at the earliest date practicable on
the question whether the Council should
subscribe £50,000 for the building of the
said railroad. The committee : Messrs. T.
S, Flournoy, "W. T. Clark, Green T. Pace,
J. M. Hutching*, and W.J. Crews. It was
also ordered that the Council be 'requested
to appoint a committee or twelve to visit
Ilcnry Courthouse on next court-day and
assure the people of Henry county of the
desire of the people of Danville to coope¬
rate with them in building a railroad that
would pa*s through their county.

It is proposed, in building this railroad,
to operate under the provisions of the char¬
ter for the Danville and New-River Narrow-
Gauge railroad.

much of the net earnings of the Union and
Central Pacific road* be set aside aunually
and put at interest as will by the year 1.900
pay the principal and interest of the bonds
guaranteed by the Government for said
roads.

Salisbury's circular to the Powers verbatim,
in which he objects to the treaty of San
Stefan o as a whole :
"The combined effect of the treaty, in

addition to the results upon the Greek pop¬
ulation and the balance of the maritime
Powers, which have been already pointed
out, is to depress almost to the point of the
entire subjection of the political indepen¬
dence of tiie Government of Constantino¬
ple. The formal jurisdiction of that Gov¬
ernment extends over geographical posi¬
tions which must, under all circumstances,
be of the deepest interest to Great Britain.
It is in the power of the Ottoman Govern¬
ment to open or close the straits which
form the national highway of nations be¬
tween the yEgean Sea "and the Eux-
ine. Its dominion is recognized at
the head of the Persian Gulf, on
the shores of the Levant, and in the im¬
mediate neighborhood of the Suez canal.
It cannot be otherwise than a matter of ex¬
treme solicitude to this country that the
Government to which this jurisdiction be¬
longs should be so closely pressed by politi¬
cal outposts of a greatly superior Power
that its independent action, and even exist¬
ence, is impossible. These results arise not
so much from the language of any single
article in the treaty as from the operation of
the instrument as a whole. A discussion
limited to articles selected by one Power in
the congress would be an illusory remqdy
for dangers to English interests and to the
permanent peace in Europe, which would
result from the state of things which the
trenty proposes to establish."
The foregoing seems to show the utter

impossibility of a compromise between
England and Russia on the basis of the San
Stefano treaty.
The correspondent of the Times at St.

Petersburg reports a slightly better feeling
there, and says it is quite po>sible another
attempt will be made to come to terms with
England if Austria's demands are as exor¬
bitant as reported.
The correspondents nt Vienna and Pera

agree there is little doubt the Grand Duke
